TYPEWRITER MODE-No better 
way to get acguainted 


The best way to get thoroughly 
familiar with your keyboard is to 
play with it. Simply put the sys¬ 
tem into Typewriter Mode and 
go at it! Try out all the keys and 
all the combinations of keys. 
Build graphics and experiment 
with special characters. (We'll 
explain how later in the book.) 
Fill up the screen, then erase it 
and fill it up again. 

The nice thing about Typewriter 
Mode is that once an image is 
off the screen, it's gone for 
good... unless you type it back 
on. Typewriter Mode has no 
memory, so you don't have to 
worry about wasting memory 
space while you make friends 
with your INTELLIVISION™ system. 


So sit down with the TABLE OF 
KEYS (pages 18 and 19) and the 
section on SPECIAL “CONTROL" 
COMMANDS (pages 20 and 21) 
and fire away! Remember your 
start sequence: 

1. TURN YOUR TV SET AND 
MASTE R COMPO NENT ON. 
PRESS I RESET 1 . 

2. TYPE [JO (fo r Screen) 
AND PRESS THE I RETURN | 
KEY. (It is not necessary to 
go to the Index every time, 
if you know what command 
to type.)

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For those who bought basic... 


BASIC is a computer language 
that lets you write your own pro¬ 
grams. It comes on cartridge 
and includes a specially 
coded cassette for storing 
your programs. 

• Insert the cassette as you 
would any other cassette (see 
page 7). 

• The BASIC cartridge goes into 
a SPECIAL CARTRIDGE PORT 
(opening) in the BACK of the 

Keyboard Component. 

There are two special ports 
(called I/O ports for Input/Out¬ 



put) in the back of the Key¬ 
board Component. The BASIC 
cartridge will work in either one. 

Lift the protective cover over 
either port and plug the BASIC 
cartridge in. Be sure to push it in 
as far as it will go.

CASSETTE AND ANY GAME 
CARTRIDGE FOR THIS PROCEDURE. 

FIRST, LOCATE YOUR VOLUME

key. Follow the instructions that 
appear on the screen to start 
the cassette program. (This 
will vary depending on which 
cassette you insert.) 


5. Adjust the FRONT KEYBOARD 
COMPONENT VOLUME CONTROL 
to a pleasing level. 


6 . Set the REAR KEYBOARD 
COMPONENT CONTROL to the 
SAME level. 


That's all there is to it. From now 
on, the volume can be adjusted 
with the TV volume control only. 
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The little white square that you 
see on the screen, that moves 
when you type, is called the 
CURSOR. The cursor is a sort of 
guide, that tells you where the 
next character you type will 
appear. 


Its sidekick is a small arrow point¬ 
ing to the right, called the 
PROMPT CHARACTER. When the 
prompt character appears at 
the beginning of a line, it is let¬ 
ting you know that the com¬ 
puter is ready to receive a new 
command or a new line of infor¬ 
mation (in BASIC).

On page 5, we talked about 
the ways in which you can use 
your INTELLIVISION™ system-that 
is, its MODES. 


Whenever you go to the moni¬ 
tor, you see this frame, what we 
called the MONITOR FRAME on 
page 5. 


A very important mode, not 
listed in the index, is a sort of 
"master mode," which we 
call the MONITOR. The monitor 
lets you pick from all the 
other modes and special capa¬ 
bilities-like TAPE, CARTRIDGE, 
EJECT, etc. 

It's good to know about the 
monitor, because you cannot 
jump directly from one mode or 
special capability to another 
(say, from cartridge to tape). 
You have to go through the 
monitor first.

The 
only commands it will listen to 
are the ones it recognizes from 
the index (see page 5). 


It will only hear these com- 
mands if yo u press the 
RETURN | key after you type 


your c ommand ( u for tape, 
C I for cartridge, etc.). 


If you try to give the monitor any 
other command, it will get sud¬ 
denly stupid. The results will look 
like this: 


When you type in a command 
to the monitor, this is called 
ADDRESSING THE MONITOR. 
(Exam ple: when you type in 
C 1 for Cartridge.)

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A Quick overview 





Take a look at the keyboard. 
Notice that the keys are divided 
into color groups. Keys in the 
same color group have similar 
types of functions—that is, they 
do the same kinds of things. 

There is a complete TABLE OF 
KEYS on page 18, that lists the 
functions of all keys in different 
modes. 


BEIGE keys work as typewriter 
keys when you use them alone. 
This works in TYPEWRITER, MONI¬ 
TOR, BASIC, OR TAPE modes (in 
certain cassette programs). 


Beige keys take on special 
meaning when th ey are used 
with the CTRL | key. They are 


then called "command keys.” 
You will find a list of command 
keys and what they do on 
page 20. 


RED keys are much like their 
typewriter counterparts. Use 
them with the beige keys to 
switch from lower to upper case 
characters, or use them alone 


to move the cursor ( TAB 
and 1 RETURNS ). 

The 


RETURN key has a spe¬ 


cial job when you address 
the monitor. It carries the 
message "I'm finished with this 
command." 

BROWN keys are special com¬ 
puter keys. You can use them 
alone, with the beige keys 


( | CTRL-C | is an example) or 
with each ot her ( 1 REPEAT | 
with | DEL 1 ). These-keys 
differ a great deal from each 
other, so check directly with 
the Table of Keys to find out 
about them. 


BLUE keys are manipulators. In 
TYPEWRITER and BASIC modes, 
they move the cursor and cause 
the screen to scroll up. In some 
CASSETTE programs, they manip¬ 
ulate the image on the screen. 

In MONITOR mode, only the jj[] 
key works, acting as a carriage 
return. 

Some of the cassette programs, 
such as Conversational French, 
allow you to record your 
responses and play them back, 
so you can listen and compare 
your responses to your teacher's. 
This is an invaluable learning 
device, especially for conversa¬ 
tional language study. 
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Getting the most from 
'he mbroohone 


When a program calls for you to 
use the microphone, it will give 
you exact instructions on how to 
use it. Here are some general 
directions. 

1. Plug the microphone into the 
left side of the Keyboard Com¬ 
ponent, as shown. 


2. Hold the microphone upright, 
about 6 inches from your mouth. 

3. When you're ready to record, 
push the microphone switch 
(on the microphone) to the ON 
position. 

4. When you record, speak in a 
normal, conversational tone. 

The volume level will automati¬ 
cally adjust to your voice, unless 
you are whispering or shouting. 




5. Follow the instructions with 
your cassette program for 
directions on recording and 
playback. 
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You're in the middle of a French 
lesson and the phone rings. 
What do you do? Relax. You can 
interrupt your INTELLIVISION™ pro¬ 
gram and come back to it later. 
Here's how. 



You have two options. 

1. When you have a little time, 
TYPE CTRL-C | ONCE. (Hold 


down the | CTRL [ key while 


you press PE$| once.) Your pro¬ 
gram will play on for a few 
frames, then stop. The screen 
will return to the Monitor Frame. 


When you're ready to start 
again, simply type in | R 1 (for

CARTRIDGE 


You have three options.

Show your children how to use 
the family INTELLIVISION™ system. 
You've probably noticed how 
quickly they catch on to new 
ideas. Plug in a Math Fun™ or 
Word Fun™cartridge...or intro¬ 
duce them to a foreign lan¬ 
guage cassette.

But that's not all. Show them 
the Typewriter Mode and let 
them make up their own word 
games. We've included some 
examples in this section. Show 
them the special graphics char¬ 
acters too, and let them create 
their own "computer graphics."

While you're at it, let them 
learn from fhe beginning how 
to take care of the family 
INTELLIVISION™ Older children 
can even help with regular 
maintenance tasks, like clean¬ 
ing the tape heads. 

The important thing is to 
involve your children with the 
INTELLIVISION™ system early on... 
because kids and computers 
make a great combination.

These are only a few examples 
of "brain" games you can play 
in Typewriter Mode. You can 
probably think of more yourself. 

MAKING THE MOST 

OF A GHOST 

(for 2 or more players) 

First player think of a word with 3 
to 8 letters. Type the first letter 
only of your word on the screen. 
Do not press ( RETURN ~ 

Next player think of a word that 
begins with the letter already 
typed. Add one letter to the 
screen, without completing any 
word. Continue like this, with 
each player adding a letter, 
until one player completes a 
word. That player becomes a 
“fifth of a ghost." 

Ex: The first player, thinking of 
donkey, types D. The sec¬ 
ond player, thinking of drink, 
types R. The third player, 
thinking of droid, types O. 

The fourth player, thinking of 
droop, types O. The fifth 
player can only think of droop 
and drool. He types P and 
ends the word. 

Allow only one minute for a 
player to add a letter or chal¬ 
lenge by asking the last player 
to say what word he or she had 
in mind. If the last player has no 
word in mind or can't spell it, he 
or she becomes a “fifth of a 
ghost." If the last player does 
have a word in mind and can 
spell it, the challenger becomes 
a “fifth of a ghost." No diction¬ 
aries allowed, except to check 
a challenge. 


Five fifths make a whole ghost 
and that player is out of the 
game. The winner is the player 
who is left at the end. 

WHAT'S IN A CATEGORY? 

(for 2 or more players) 

Say a category, such as fruit, 
animals, colors, trees, fish, 
and then type a word that is in 
this category. 

(Example: “animal" cat) 

Take turns typing the words in a 
category and see who can type 
the most words that are correct 
for that category. The war ends 
when all players but one run out 
of words. 

BUILD A CHAIN GAME! 

(for 2 or more players) 

See how long you and your 
partner(s) can keep a word 
chain going. You type a word 
and the next player begins his or 
her word with the last letter of 
the first word. If a player breaks 
the chain, he or she is out of 
the game. 

(Example: You type crack and 
the next player types kelp and 
the next play.) 


MAKE A PHRASE! 

(for 2 players) 

Type a word such as up, down, 
in, out and see if the other 
player can type a common two 
word expression containing your 
word. 

(Example: up put up; 

down pipe down.) 

CREATE A CRAZY ANIMAL! 

(for 1 or more advanced players) 

See how many strange animals 
you can create by combining 
the last letter or syllable of one 
animal with the first syllable or 
first letters of the other. 

(Example: zebrat ermink 
sealion doveel 

Type as many such combina¬ 
tions as you can or take turns 
and see who can create the 
most new animals.

Every character that the Key¬ 
board Component can pro¬ 
duce is stored in its memory. This 
includes all of the characters on 
the keys (upper and lower case) 
PLUS some characters that you 
won't find on the keys. 

These are the SPECIAL GRAPH¬ 
ICS CHARACTERS. Some are 
notated vowels, used in foreign 
languages. Others are graphics 
"building blocks''—squares, 
lines and dots.

WHAT CAN YOU DO WITH 
GRAPHICS CHARACTERS??? 

Here are a couple of examples 
of “computer art" done entirely 
with the graphics characters in 
your INTELLIVISION™ system. If you 
add a printer to your system in 
the future, you will get even 
more pleasure from this mental 
exercise, as you will then be 
able to print out and keep what 
you create. Remember that 
in Typewriter Mode, when 
an image leaves the screen, it 
leaves for good.

COTTON SWABS 

1. CLEAN THE RECORD MECHA¬ 
NISM IN THE CASSETTE 
RECORDER REGULARLY. This 
includes the tape heads, cap¬ 
stan and roller (see illus. below). 
Do it after roughly every 5 hours 
of use. It only takes a couple of 
minutes and will make a big dif¬ 
ference in the sound you hear 
and the life of your cassette 
tapes. HERE'S HOW:

to open the cassette housing. 
Start the CLEAN function by

Wet a cotton swab in the 
cleaner. Remove excess mois¬ 
ture but do not use your fingers, 
as you may leave traces of oil 
on the swab. (Oil and tape 
heads are not at all 
compatible.) 

• Clean the heads by gently rub¬ 
bing the swab back and forth 
across them (not up and down). 

• Clean the roller and capstan by 
holding the swab against the 
roller (on the right side) as it 
turns. Do not hold the swab 
against the left side, as it may 
get pulled in between the cap¬ 
stan and roller. 


When you're finished cleaning 
the record mechanism, look at 
the cotton swab you used. What 
you see on the swab was com¬ 
ing between your cassette tape 
and the tape head (the part of 
the mechanism that plays or 
records the tape). 


TWO FINAL CAUTIONS ABOUT 
CLEANING... 

• Do not use water, soap or a 
dry cloth on the tape heads, as 
these things will leave a residue 
or scratch the heads. 

• Do not use cleaning cassettes 
in your recorder. Most are too 
abrasive and you run the risk of 
damaging your tape heads if 
you use them. 

2. Keep the dust away from your 
INTELLIVISION™ system. When 

it is not in use, cover your 
INTELLIVISION™ with a clean 
cloth. 

3. Avoid static electricity build¬ 
up. This can be a problem in dry 
climates or in winter, especially if 
your INTELLIVISION™ system is 
kept in a carpeted room. Use 
an anti-static spray on carpets 
and rugs. (You can buy this in 
most computer stereo or gen¬ 
eral merchandise stores.) 

If you think the static build-up is 
high, “ground" yourself by 
touching a metal surface (you'll 
feel a slight shock), before you 
handle a cassette. 

4. Store your cassette tapes 
away from extreme hot or cold 
areas, moisture, and strong 
magnetic fields (such as those in 
high power stereo speakers, the 
back of a TV set, telephones, 
etc.). 

5. Always remove cassette 
tapes from the recorder when 
you are finished using them.

If your INTELLIVISION™ system is not acting as intelligently as it should, 
try a few simple troubleshooting procedures.

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GLOSSARY 

A reference of terms that may be new to you. 


ADDRESSING THE MONITOR. Communicating 
directly with the monitor by means of commands. 

BASIC. The "high level" computer language that 
allows you to write your own computer programs. 

BINARY NUMBER. A two-digit number using only the 
digits 0 and 1 (00,01,10,11). All information 
stored in a computer is stored as binary numbers. 

BIT. An abbreviation for "binary digit"—a single digit 
(0 or 1) in a binary number. 

BYTE. A series of bits (usually 8) considered as a unit 
by the computer. A unit of measurement for a 
computer's memory. 

CHARACTER. A letter, number or special symbol 
(such as #, %, or *). 

CURSOR. A small square that tells you where the 
next character that you type will appear on the 
screen. 

FRAME. The entire image on the TV screen at any 
given time. 

FUNCTION. A word used to describe what a thing 
does. (DELETE is a function of the keyboard.') 

HARDWARE. The actual mechanical and electrical 
devices and circuitry used in a computer system. 

HOME POSITION. The upper left corner of the screen. 

INSTRUCTION. Computer information in the form of 
a word or group of words which tell the computer 
what operation to perform. Special groups of 
instructions are called programs. 

I/O PORT (INPUT/OUTPUT PORT). An electrical con¬ 
nection through which external equipment 
(peripherals) can be attached to and communi¬ 
cate with the computer. 

K. Abbreviation for the number 1,024. (16K means 
16,384) 

MEMORY. The part of the computer that holds data 
and instructions for later use. The amount of 
information a computer can store is usually mea¬ 
sured in bytes. Your INTELLIVISION™ has 16K bytes 
of Random Access Memory (see below). 

MODE. A way in which your computer can be used. 
Cartridge, Tape, Typewriter and BASIC are ways 
in which you can use your INTELLIVISION™ system. 

MONITOR. Permanently stored memory (ROM) that 
controls the flow of information within the com¬ 
puter. One of the things it does is take you into 
and out of different modes. 


MONITOR FRAME. Shows the INTELLIVISION™ title and 
indicates that you are now addressing the 
monitor. 

PERIPHERAL. An external electro/mechanical 
device (such as a printer) that inputs or outputs 
information from the computer. These devices 
are connected to the computer via the I/O 
ports. 

PROGRAM. A special set of instructions that the 
computer stores until you command it to follow 
those instructions. The means by which you com¬ 
mand the computer to receive, process, store 
and deliver information. 

PROMPT CHARACTER (>). Appears at the beginning 
of a line, indicating that the computer is ready to 
receive a new command or line of information. 

RAM (RANDOM ACCESS MEMORY). The main mem¬ 
ory of the computer, stored in the Keyboard 
Component. You can "write" information into this 
memory, using the keyboard, or "read" informa¬ 
tion out of this memory, using the TV screen, an 
external printer, etc. The information you write in 
is erased when you turn the computer off. For 
permanent storage, the information should be 
transferred to a cassette tape. 

ROM (READ ONLY MEMORY). Permanently pro¬ 
grammed memory that cannot be erased or 
changed. The monitor is an example of Read 
Only Memory. So are game cartridges. 

SCROLL. Describes the upward or downward move¬ 
ment of all information on the screen, to make 
room for more information. 

SOFTWARE. Computer programs, often stored in 
cartridge ROM's or cassettes. Additional pre¬ 
programmed memory that you can add to 
your computer so that it will do more. 

VIDEO TERMINAL. A peripheral device that displays 
the necessary video information required for 
you to interact with the computer. Your TV set 
becomes a video terminal when used with the 
INTELLIVISION™ system. 

WORD. A group of characters recognized by the 
computer as a single instruction or operation to 
be performed. A word may consist of one byte or 
several bytes of information. 
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(Master Component 
and Keyboard 
Component combined)

HOW TO REPEAT THE SPECIAL GRAPHICS 
CHARACTERS 

You can repeat the LAST special graphics char¬ 
acter you typed, anywhere else on the screen. 

Simply move the cursor to the point where you 
want the special graphics character to appear. 
Then TYPE CTRL-R. (Hold down CTRL while typing R.) 

You can repeat a special graphics character as 
many times as you like, but you can ONLY repeat 
the most recent character you typed, using the 
CTRL-O or CTRL-N commands. You cannot type a 
string of characters, then pick up and repeat any 
character from the line. You can only repeat the 
last character in the string. 

CTRL-E has no function for special graphics 
characters. 
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
